latter uliius eun carry largo quantities of 
Ittoo in that dark and uijutenous locality 
currently believed to bo infested with 
piuticodis, and uuv >r awaken the least 
BUspiciou in elm wind of a rtvenuo offi- 


oar. 
The thiu woman, on the contrary 


eiiDuoi coaceal goods among her petti 
coats without exciting from iiarj-heart- 
ed officials the icmark that utr nkirta 
aro out of proportion to her 
fnoo, »nd 


that oho in doubt loss a smuggler who 
should be thoroughly analyzed. 
Now, 


the moment tho tlnu woman in linn 
prohibited Irom uttin^ her nkirts for the 
transportation of dutiable articles, she 
is out off from all hope of iinu^ling. 
Were she to attempt to ooaceal smug- 
gled goods in regions between her col- 
lar and her bolt »li« would be outraging 
the credulity of mankind. 
Thus sub- 


jected to the hostile bcrutiny of preju- 
diced officers, »ha is compelled to re- 
nounce tho joys of smuggling, while her 


mind is embittered by the thought tho 
plump women can carry lull eurgoei o 
iaoc and cigars without incurring th 
leifft danger of detection, 


'J,'his unfair treatment of ihio worno 


nhpu'ld no longer disgrace our rcTOBti 
setvioc. No distinction should be mad 
ipejtwcen the plump and the thin. Eith 
,«r the latter Bhould bo allowed to amug 
gle, or the former should bo take1 


a.prr.—no mutter how plausible thci 
akirts may seem. This i» the plai 
m«iinii,e ot (he I'onntituliun, and is th 
oiily course compatible with the thcor 
of the equality of the fat and th« thi 
bjfoio the law.

given both scxos equal educational 
facilities, the Northwestern University 
Cornell, aud tho University of Miohi 
gau. Thoy have all domonslrutcd thai 
the innovation is an excellent ono. Yes 
terday, at the annual mooting of the 
trustees of tha Northwestern Universi- 
ty, the committee on "The Woman's 
Collage"—whioh term the president ol 
tbo University states, "signifies the 
aggregate means whioh tho University 
l'un,'i»h«3 for tho education of women, 
icportod that of tho fifty-four young 
women ia the University, four an 
pursuing a classical course, fifteen are 
in the Latin and science, eighteen pre 
pamtory classical, and seventeen in 
selected studios, "In tho classical de- 
partment the ladici share tho position 
of honor with the male students, am 
in Greek they stand, without excep- 
tion, in tho first grade." ' Bishop Har- 
ris objected to tho term, "strange as i 
may appear," lie said that to him 
there was nothing "atrango" about it 
It was just as bo expected, and it wr.i 
high timo tbat qualifying terms am 
those expressing surprise that younj 
women should keep pace with or oxoe 
young men in any branch of education 
were discontinued. So the "itrange as 
it may appear" was igriominiously 
"bounood" fron iba report, and it was 
then unanimously adopted. The pro 
tensors in Latin, mathematics, and, for 
that matter, in every other departmen 
whore tho sexes recite together, tool 
occasion to bear testimony to the uni 
form excellence of the young ladiea in 
their recitations, deportment or goner* 
progress. 


Yet three or four years since, when 


the Northwestern led off in tho "wo 
mas interest" not only b; patting th 
sexes on in equal footing as students 
but by tho unprecedented aot of admit 
ting women to its board of trustees, to 
its Faculty and lo ils executive com 
tnittoe, "all tha world wondered" wh 
know anything about it, and many o 
the friend* of tho University prcdiotet 
dire consequences from tha "now de 
parture." 


So tho world moves, and tho women 


are moving with it. It 
will not bi 


long before every educational barrio: 
will be torn away, or rather will mcl 
away, before the gentle bat poworfu 
influence of quiet women, who, "lik 
tho stars, without haite, without rest,' 
aro working thoir way by good conduct 
efficiency and fidelity into tho vcr;
